RE: State Mental Health Expenditures

The attached pages are from the recently published report “Funding Sources and
Expenditures of State Mental Health Agencies” that was recently published by the
National Association of State Mental Health Program Directors.  The first page (Table
16) provides total and per-capita expenditures for all 50 states and the District of
Columbia.  For most states, expenses are also provided for children/adolescents and for
adults/elderly.   The second page (Table 17) provides similar information for state
mental hospitals, and the third page (Table 18) provides similar information for
community-based programs.

As you will see, Vermont ranks high (6th in the nation) in overall expenditures, low in
state hospital expenditures (43rd in the nation), and high (2nd in the nation) in
expenditures on community-based programs.

Over the months to come, we will be sharing multi-state comparisons of mental heath
service system performance as they emerge from our new 16 State Performance
Indicator Project.  This detailed information on per-capita expenditures for mental heath
services will provide an interesting reference point when you consider differences in
performance in a variety of areas.
